Some Jewish leaders held to the be- 
lief Austria no longer is a safe har- 
bor for their people, largely as a re- 
sult of the Austro-German treaty and 
growth of the nazi party here.

The newest wave of anti-Semitic 
propaganda was apparent today in de- 
nunciations by Catholic, labor, peas- 
charged the Jews with paving the 
path for communism.

(P)—Discovery of a method to artifi- | 
cially produce theelin, one of the two 
female sex hormones, was announced | 
today by the schoo! of chemistry and 
physics of Pennsylvania State College 
and reported in the current issue of 
the journal of the American Chemical 
Society. | 

The college credited Professor Rus- | 
sell E. Marker, of the school of chem- 
istry and physic@® as the first scien- 
tist to synthesize the chemical sub- 
stance responsible for the secondary 
sex characteristics which distinguish 
women from men. 

The announcement reported Profes- 
sor Marker, associated with Thomas 
S. Oakwood, discovered a method of 
making theelin from ergosterol, which, 
irradiatea, is the source of vitamin. D, 

The substance theelin, ecrystailine 
and similar in appearance to sugar 
or salt, is believed to be of wide ap- 
plication in the treatment of charac- 
teristically female disorders, the an- 
nouncement stated. Natural theelin 
has been marketea for a decade.

Since that time the 
medical value of male sex gland hor- 
mones has been in controversy. 

Medical histories record the male 
hormone testosterone accounts for the 
“heavy voice and the general mascu- 
line characteristics of manhood.

‘Parole Prediction Is Science,’ 
Leopold Claims in Prison Cell 


Contends to Justice Department That System Is Accurate 
Enough To Be So Classed; Uses William F. 
Laune Pen Name. 


(Copyright, 1986, by Associated Presse ) 

JOLIET, Ill, Aug. 9.—Nathan 
Leopold,’ one of America’s most no- 
torious criminals, was engaged today 
in an argument with the United States 
Department of Justice over his stand- 
ing as a scientist. 

The brilliant student-killer carried 
on his end of the debate from the Ilh- 
nois penitentiary cell where he must 
spend the rest of his life for the “per- 
fect crime” slaying of wealthy Bobby 
Franks 12 years ago. 

Bone of contention was a system 
he had helped develop as a prisoner 
to predict which of his fellow convicts 
would go straight if they were freed 
on parole. 

Leopold contended the system was 
accurate enough to be classed as a

The unique debate was carried on 
in the pages of the Journal of Crim- 
inal Law and Criminology, a North- 
western University publication issued 
at Evanston, IIl. 

Uses Pen Name. 

Leopold started it late last year. 
before his partner in crime, Richard 
Loeb, was slashed to death in a prison 
bathroom by a fellow convict, who re- 
sented Loeb’s advances. 

Writing under the pen name of 
William F. Laune, Leopold told of 
the work he had done in the office 
of Ferris F. Laune, prison parole ac- 
tuary who was experimenting with pa- 
role prediction. 

Prediction methods on which some 
state parole boards now base their 
recommednations include only items 
which appear on the prisoner’s record: 
His environment at the time of ar- 
rest, his age, his sentence and _  s0 
forth. 

Laune’s system, Leopold explained, 
was based on the assumption that con- 
victs knew more about their prison 
fellows than an outsider could pos- 
sibly learn. If these opinions could 
be sorted into factors and tabulated, 
it was contended they would be a 
more accurate basis for predictions 
than records alone would be. 

To assemble such a table, Laune 
gathered Leopold and a group of oth- 
er convicts as his helpers. 

After Leopold’s account was pub- 
lished, Warden Joseph Ragen an- 
nounced he would change Leopold's 
job immediately.

He was 18 when he and Loeb bat- 
tered in Bobby Franks’ head and 
dumped his naked body in a railroad 
culvert in 1924. He had used his 
brilliance then to carry out a crime 
on the lines of a laboratory experi- 
ment in psychology. 

Remains Anonymous. 

Despite Laune’s high praise, the 
convict preferred to remain anonymous 
when called on to defend his stand 
that parole prediction was a science. 

Parole Executive Huff, of the De- 
partment of Justice, launched his at- 
tack in the current issue of the Jour- 
nal of Criminology. Huff challenged 
Laune’s system on the grounds that 
it had no definite yardstick. 

It had not been decided, he said, 
when a prediction was successful; 
whether a convict had to behave only 
during his period of parole, or after 
that time. 

Parole practices, he asserted, “dif- 
fer in fact and degree” in different 
states. : 

Huff criticized further that “data 
appear to be limited to facts about 
the prisoner,” whereas he said they 
“must include measures of change in 
prisoner and community relation- 
ships.” 

He revealed that Laune’s method 
had been applied to records of 5,912 
federal prisoners and “results were 
secured which were in agreement” 
with Leopold’s article, but when the 
scale was applied to 3,000 other cases 
it “did not ‘predict.’ ” 

Although approving Laune’s efforts, 
Huff asserted parole prediction was 
not yet science.

writing this time anonymously under 


the heading, “Communicated by Wer-| la 


ris F. Laune.” 

Although agreeing with Huff that 
parole students should adopt more pre- 
cise standards, the convict said the 
predictions could be applied to differ- 
ent parole systems by proper compari- 
sons. He pointed out that although 
physicists use the metric system of 
measurement, they can easily translate 
from centimeters to inches and from 
grams to ounces. 

Community factors of which Huff 
spoke, he said, would effect all paroled 
prisoners in the same general way. 
He cited the economic depression as 
an example.

‘Cross Brings Harmony and Peace, 


Dr. Newton Declares in Sermon 


“God at His best came to man at 
his best and the result was a cross 
on which the Son of God must die, 
Such was the power and price of sin 
—such was the sacrifice and love of 
God,” declared Dr. Louie D, Newton, 
pastor of the Druid Hills Baptist 
church, in hig sermon Sunday night 
on “I Determined Not to Know Any- 
thing Among You Save Jesus Christ 
and Him Crucified.” 

“Civilization had reached one of its 
highest peaks in Grecian culture, and 
Paul went te Athens in the zenith of 
her glory as a world-dominant power. 
Paul appraised the marvelous tokens 
of Grecian learning and art, repre- 
senting the greatest minds that had 
ever sought to lift the level of human 
happiress, but as he journeyed across 
the narrow isthmus from Athens to 
Corinth, he came to the definite and 
final cunviction that none of these nor 
all of these could bring release from 
the power and dominion of sin, and 
so he entered Corinth with the one 
consuming purpose to _ henceforth 
preach Christ Jesus and Him crucifiea 
as the one and only solvent for human 
ill and woe. 

“God came through Jesus Christ in 
a way that would have seemed to 
commend Him to man—lowly, gentle, 
beneficent, tender and one would 
think that God thus coming to man 


would have been received with all joy, 
but man crucified God. And God 
was willing to be crucified that He 
might bring sinful man back to Him- 
self, drawn by the irresistible cords 
of everlasting love. Does someone say 
that to preach Christ and Him cruci- 
fied will leave the preacher with but 
one string on which to play? es 

“The cross is not one string, it 18 
a whole orchestra. If you have the 


deep obbligato’of man’s sin, you also 


have the high diapason of God’s grace 
that overwhelms it. The cross is the 
harmony of the universe, Only as its 
redeeming power enters sinful hearts 
ean there come any concord. Only 
as its cleansing blood washes from 
sin can there be any peace. 

“Paul might have preached many 
other truths. He was conversant with 
the best that had been thought and 
said, as much a philosopher as any 
member of the intelligentsia of Athens. 
To the Greeks he could have preached 
art, to the Romans he could have 
preached jurisprudence, to the Jews 
could have preached rabbinical lore. 
But Paul was trying to help men to 
bridge the chasm of sin which had 
separated them from God, and he 
knew it was only the cross of Jesus 
Christ that could effect such a recon- 
ciliation, And it is only the blood of 
Jesus today that can cleanse from 
sin and bring us back to God. ‘The 
world is not looking for first-class 
preachers of second-class truths, but 
for men who are willing to hide be- 
hind the cross and tell lost men and 
women of the one and only way to the 
Father's house of love and peace. 

“And the cross of Christ is chang- 
ing the world by its transforming pow- 
er of love and sacrifice, even as the 
seed of the ringed anemone, gathered 
up by Cardinal Lanfranchi, Archbish- 
op of Pisa, and brought in the soil 
of Calvary’s hill, loaded on 53 ships 
to be strewn about the Camp Santo, 
have multiplied ahd scattered on the 
winds until today the Tuscan plains 
are covered with this fragrant, deli- 
cate, lovely flower. Just so, the fra- 
grance of the love of God, expressed in 
the gift of His Son on the cross for 
the sins of the world, is spreading 
steadily in every land, lifting men 
from the hopeless estate of their sinful 


plight, planting their feet on the Rock 
0 ges. Let us, therefore, be con- 
tent to go on preaching the love of 
God. in the gift of His Son as the 
sweetest story ever told,” said Ur.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 
POLITICAL FORTUNES WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Parlor poli- 
ticians always gossip about the compara- 
tive wealth of opposing candidates in a campaign year. It is probably a 
matter of little true significance. Many rich men are haters of the rich 
while many poor men are conservatives. 

. Less has. been heard about.the subject this year.than usual, possibly 
because both President Roosevelt and Governor Landon are considered 
to be in comparable categories. Common gossip, however, has classified 
Governor Landon as a self-made oil millionaire and Mr. Roosevelt as head 
of a family with holdings valued somewhere near that. 

It is difficult for anybne to estimate. accurately what a man may be 
worth from year to year in recent years because values have fluctuated 
sharply. Yet it is possible to get a rough idea from persons in a position 
to guess’ best. ‘The following ‘estimates’ of the: fortunes and incomes of 

more. They are not 


of oil. 
two large ranches and a farm or two. 

Mrs. Latfdon is probably worth around $150,000, maybe a little more. 
Top estimate is $200,000. Her holdings were inherited, mostly from her 
father. They represent investments in bonds and farms. 

If you Strike an average of these estimates, you will compute their 
joint worth at about $825,000, instead of a million. 


EARNINGS Just what Mr. Landon’s income is from these investments 

is harder to estimate. His friends say he has never been 
as much of a speculator and chance-taker as most oil men. His practice 
has been to drill a well, let the money from it accumulate and then drill 
another. Of course, one gets a lot of dry wells, but over a long period 
of years he has built up a pretty good profit. 

The story goes that his father gave him a credit of about $10,000 
to get started, and he had an equal amount of his own savings. But his 
luck was so good from the start that he did not have to use the credit and 
got his start out of his own savings. 

In the oil business, he is rated as a small potato. 


ROOSEVELT The Roosevelt family can probably top the Landons 
a little, both as to net worth and as to income of late. 

The President first received an inherifance of about $100,000 from 
his father and another $100,000 from his half-brother. For 10 years 
prior to the time he became President, he drew about $25,000 salary a 
year, first from the Fidelity and Deposit Company of Maryland, of which 
he was vice president, and then as Governor of New York. Also he had 
4a law business on the side and sold some writings. 

The published income tax returns ot 1924 show he paid a tax of 
$16,306 that year. Tax experts say it is impossible to estimate the 
amount of the income from the tax, but that, ordinarily, this would be 
the tax on an income of about $73,700 a year. Those were better days 
for income from bonds. 

As President, his salary is $75,000 a year; his income from his inheri- 


'tances and savings may be roughly guessed at as around $12,000; his 


income from his books as $15,000. Total income, upwards of $100,000 


|a year; total personal worth, about $250,000. 


If these figures err, it is on the conservative side. 


HYDE PARK Tee bulk of the Roosevelt fortune is still in the name 

of the President’s mother, an inheritance from her 
father as well as her husband. This includes Hyde Park, the 600-acre 
estate on the Hudson, and substantial bond holdings, all of which will 


The magazine Fortune, in 1932, estimated Mrs. James Roosevelt’s 


| holdings at an original value of $700,000, a depression value of $500,000, 


Today, $600,000 would be a fair guess. But much of it is in land which 
produces no income, and her income has never been fairly guessed. 

lf you add in the President’s holdings, their combined worth could be 
conservatively estimated at somewhere around $850,000. 


‘EARNER The active first lady of the land is authoritatively estimated 


to have earned a little more than $100,000 on her writings, 
broadcastings, editings and other endeavors last year. Much of this is 
said to have been turned over to charity before the money reached her 
hands, 

In addition, she has a small inheritance from her father, invested 
mostly in bonds. This nets her on an average about $7,500 a year. Its 
total value is vaguely guessed at as about $159,000. 

Mrs. Roosevelt’s total worth, therefore, is possibly $150,000; her 
income last year about $110,000. 

The total estimated. worth ot the three combined would, therefore, 
be exactly a million dollars, which is probably not far wrong. The com- 
bined earnings of husband and wife last year could likewise be roughly 
computed as upwards of $210,000, a considerable portion of which 
went to charity. 

Note—The Roosevelts are said to use far more than their govern- 
ment expense account of $25,000 annually for entertainment and travel. 
The President is supposed to contribute to the support of Hyde Park 
from this fund, inasmuch as he-uses the estate several times each year 


as a second White House. 


SECURITY The only obvious thing this rough analysis proves is that 

both candidates meet fairly well the personal financial 
ideal laid down by Mr. Roosevelt for aspirants to political careers. Once, 
in a speech, he said: “Either the individual should have enough money 
of his own safely invested to take care of him when not holding office, 
or else he should have -business connections, a profession or a job to 


which he can return from time to time.’’

Franz Liszt died in 1886 having 
assured himself of immortality as one 
of the five greatest composers of all 
time.

Growers Seek To Maintain 
Pace, With $15,000,000 
Income as Goal, 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

_ Warehouses in the 15 south Geor- 
la cities that stud the state's to- 
acco belt bulged with a tremendous 

volume of offerings yesterday as the 

1936 auction season prepared to en- 
ter its second week today. 

With an opening week of heavy 
offerings, good prices and brisk sales, 
growers set out to keep up a pace 
that would bring them an indicated 
income of $15,000,000 by the close of 
the season. 

Selling begins again today at the 52 
warehouses located in Adel, Baxley, 
Blackshear, Douglas, Hahira, Hazle- 
hurst, Metter, Moultrie, Nashville, 
Pelham, Statesboro, Tifton, Valdosta, 
Vidalia and Statesboro. 

An idea of the better prices being 
paid was gained from a study of high 
bracket sales at Hahira as an exam- 
ple. Among them: 2,342 pounds one 
grower sold for $38.53 per hundred 
average; another, 2,032 pounds at 
$35.00, and 1,654 for $37.90. 

Business took an immediate splurge 
with opening in the 15 centers, with 
reports general that much of the in- 
come is going out for debts. 

An indication of the better price 
paid was seen in use of trucks for 
hanling almost to exclusion of wag- 
ons, used generally during depression 
years. 

Tifton, ranking volume market in 
1935, reports sales last week totaling 
3,396,576 pounds at an average of 
25.12 cents per pound.

Continuing our journey through the 
negro exhibit building in charge of 
esse ©. Thomas, on the exhibition 
grounds of Dallas, we will néw turn 
our attention to the hall of health, the 
importance of which is universally 
recognized. In this division are charts 
with special statistical materials 
which have been prepared by the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association of 
New York City. These charts demon- 
strate the value of preventive methods 
‘against disease. The care of children 
from birth is also stressed on these 
charts. Included also in this divi- 
sion are displays of public health 
services, schools of medicine, hospi- 
tals and _ individual: contributions 
which have been made for the in- 
surance of health throughout the coun- 
try. Most outstanding of these per- 
sons is Dr. Daniel Hale Williams, the 
first surgeon reported in medical lit- 
erature to have performed a success- 
ful operation on the heart and peri- 
cardium. ‘This was done in 1893 at 
Provident hospital, Chicago, and is re- 
ferred to in some of the leading texts 
on surgery. One booth alone exhibits 
the health work which is being con- 
ducted in Texas. 

Continuing through the corridor 
where the daily broadcasts are made 
from this building over the network 
on the centennial grounds, we find 
ourselves in the hall of agriculture 
where, in the first booth are found 
very well planned miniature models 
showing the improvements of rural 
life in Texas since 1863 to the pres- 
ent. As we move through this hall 
we see to the left a display of saddles 
and harness made by J. H. White, of 
Navasota, Texas, who has been one of 
the country’s best saddle makers for 
the past 30 years. Directly across 
from this booth on the right is a col- 
lection which aims to show a transi- 
tion of agriculture implements. In 
this group is a farm tractor made by 
Henry Border, a farmer at Longview, 
Texas. This machine is made from 
discarded automobile parts. It has 
six forward and two reverse gears 
with two sets of brakes. It will pull 
all types of farm implements and pos- 
sesses a highway speed of 35 miles per 
hour. In view of such efforts to mod- 
ernize and facilitate farm life, I feel 
safe in saying that the horse is gone 
forever. 


Research Booth.

WOMEN VOTERS QUIZ 
POLITICAL ASPIRANTS 


Questionnaire Sent to Can- 
didates for All Policy. 
Determining Posts. 


In anticipation of the September 9 
primary, questionnaires have been 
sent by the Georgia League of Women 
Voters to candidates for policy-de- 
termining offices, under which classi- 
fication are candidates for the United 
States senate and congress, the office 
of governor, and the Georgia general 
rassembly. 

The purpose of the questionnaires 
is to learn the position of candidates 
on important issues of public policy. 

Subjects included in the question- 
naire to candidates for national of- 
fices relate to social security, relief 
and minimum wage; federal employ- 
ment system; consumer interests: tar- 
iff policy; neutrality, and appropria- 
tions. 

The questionnaire to candidates for 
state offices deals with such subjects 
as a Georgia constitutional conven- 
tion, taxation, reorganization of state 
government, short ballot, trained pér- 
sonnel; home rule, social sectirity, 
support of public school education, and 
child labor. 

It is the policy of the league to 
give at least a year’s study to a sub- 
ject before the question of support 
comes before its state convention. Re- 
sulting from these studies, factual 
material embodying a concise state- 
ment of the organization's position in 
regard to each subject accompanied 
the questionnaires. It is the plan of 
the league to assemble the responses of 
the candidates for publication in key 
papers of the state. 


But 20,000 Regulars Take

FORT KNOX, Ky., Aug. 9.—(4)}— 
Rugged ravines of Salt creek and 
Otter creek valleys made severe prov- 
ing ground fer some of the world’s 
most modern engines of warfare in 
the second army's maneuvers during 
the last four days, observing army 
officers said today. 

The 33,000 acres of the Ft. Knox 
military reservation, plus 46,000 acres 
leased for maneuvers from near-by 
landowners pointed out some definite 
limitations to the warlike operations 
of mechanized cavalry and motorized 
infantry. The mechanized forces hit 
their “enemy” hard and effectively in 
open country, but ran into trouble in

Hills Too Much. 

The steep, rocky creek banks and 
the high bluff of Muldraugh ridge, 
north of Ft. Knox, cannot be sur- 
mounted by any wheeled vehicle, nor 


by any tractor-like combat tar lay- 


‘ing its own track. Only infantry can 


penetrate large sections of _ these 
creek yalleys, but spreading out be- 
tween them is a lane where perma- 
nent national guard camps, army post 
barracks, office buildings, officers’ 
quarters, store buildings, garages and 
barns of the fort are located. 
area the new wheeled war machines 
proved theim tremendous shock and 
fire power against superior numbers. 

The Wilson road, first thorough- 
fare in this area, built during the last 
century by slave labor, runs into deep 
ravines east of Ft. Knox. 

Canyon Is Trap. 

Wilson road canyon, proved to be 
a trap for a large concentration of 
troops during the first day of tactical 
combat. “Enemy” planes swooped 
down in simulated chemical attack, 
which in real war would have in- 
flicted, in the restrained language of 
official army announcements, “a high 
percentage of casualties.” Actual mus- 
tard gas, used in such damp weather 
as prevailed on the day in question, 


could have killed 80 per cent of the 
troops attacked, and probably wonld 
have made the canyon impassable for
